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It is strange what insignificant circumstances 
have sometimes borne on the fate of members of the 
illustrious but ill-fated house of Stuart. At the 
trial of Charles the First in Westminster Hall, the un- 
fortunate king wishing to speak with Solicitor-Ge- 
neral Coke, who was opening the pleadings, put 
forward his cane to tap him on the shoulder, and 
when in the act of doing so, the silver head rolled 
upon the floor. This circumstance removed all 
doubts as to the termination of the trial, as friends 
and enemies interpreted it as a presage of his un- 
fortunate end. The scene has been made the sub- 
ject of a very clever picture by Mr. James Ramsay, 
who may be considered a local artist. It is remark- 
able that a similar circumstance tended to operate 
unfavourably to the interests of another of the 
Stuarts. At the commencement of the rebellion in 
1715, when the standard of the chevalier was 
thrown to the winds, the head of the staff fell to the 








ground. This had a powerful effect on the minds of | 


his superstitious supporters, who conceived their 
utmost exertions would not bring the matter to a 


fortunate issue, and many from that moment gave | 


up the idea of success. Even the destruction of 


property was made a means to light the Stuarts to | 
the end of the last effort made on their behalf in | 


1745, the termination of which, if it did not blight 


every expectation, put beyond the pale of hope any | 


future attempt at restoration. The old chapel in 


Gateshead, connected with the hospital of the Holy | 
Trinity, which was founded at a period of time so | 


distant, that even tradition is silent on the subject, 
was set fire to by a mob as the Duke of Cumber- 
land and his army passed down the front street on 
their way to the field of Culloden. Some have attri- 
buted this act to a dislike on the part of the mob to 
the Catholic faith, and others to the irritation created 
by an attempt that was made to force some 
men from the wall in front, where they had 
placed themselves to see the army pass; but it 
is certain that ‘‘ Duke Willie,” notwithstanding 
his general character for cruelty, expressed 
great displeasure at this mode of shewing attach- 
ment to the House of Brunswick. The chapel is 
mentioned in records preserved in the borough of 
Gateshead at a very early period; and there is no 
doubt it has been rocked by the storms of many a 
century. Henry the Eighth, at the dissolution of 
the monasteries, retained this hospital in his own 
hands, and appointed a master. The hospital was 
afterwards joined to one founded by James the First, 
at which périod the chapel fell into disuse, and 
passed into private hands. It was owned by a 
family of the name of Riddell, a branch of the 
family in Northumberland, and it subsequently 
became the property of Cuth. Ellison, Esq., of 
Hebburn Hall, for some years M.P. for Newcastle. 
After the fire the chapel remained a ruin. A few 
years ago, Mr. Ellison handsomely expressed his 
intention to present the beautiful and ivy-mantled 
walls to the parishioners ; and a subscription was 
immediately entered into for their restoration. 
This interesting edifice is now used asa place of 
worship in connection with the Church of England. 
— Newcastle Paper. 


New Cuurcees at Cnetsea.—The rapidity 
with which population has advanced in this district, 
owing to the erection of buildings on the Marquis 
of Westminster’s estate, renders the present church 
accommodation wholly inadequate to the increasing 
wants of the community, many of whom are com- 
pelled to resort to the adjacent parish churches, 
which are consequently often crowded to incon- 
venience. In order to obviate this, it is proposed to 
build two additional churches; one in Belgrave- 
road, the other on a site contiguous to the river. 
The chief portion of the expense will be defrayed 
by voluntary contribution, in aid of which grants 
will be had from the ecclesiastical commissioners 
and Church Building Society’s funds. 


The Marylebone Vestry have negatived a motion 
of Mr. Joseph’s for rescinding a resolution of the 
Vestry that no more wood paving should be laid 
down in the parish for a period of three years. Sir 
Peter Laurie quite surpassed all his former efforts 
in denouncing lignean foundations.

Eaton Socon.—Our attention has been 
directed to the beautiful stained glass still remaining 
in the windows of Eaton Socon Church, Beds. 
The subject appears to be the life of St. Nicholas, 
many passages of which remain nearly entire in the 
windows of the north aisle. An effigy of St. Ni- 
cholas, in episcopal vestments, still exists in the 
eastern window of thisaisle. It is of extraerdinary 
merit, but unfortunately headless. Hearing that 
this church was under repair, we took an early op- 
portunity of visiting it, knowing well the usual fate 
of stained glass under these circumstances. At 
present nothing appears to have been done to this 
glass, but we learn with deep regret that every year 
diminishes its quantity, and that within the memory 
of some now living a great deal more existed. We 
are assured that not the slightest care has ever been 
taken to preserve these inestimable remains, a con- 
siderable portion of which is yet capable of being 
faithfully restored. We wish particularly to direct 
attention to them while the church is yet under re- 
pair, and to urge the careful preservation at least of 
one of the finest and most extensive specimens of 
ancient glass which exist anywhere in the neigh- 
bouring counties. —Ecclesiologist.
